Although the final numbers for the Fall se- 
mester have not yet been processed com- 
pletely, projected numbers were released at 
the annual budget meeting on Friday, Aug. 
25. University officials said fall enrollment at 
Sacramento State has increased by more than 
1,000 students since 1997. 

The three fall semesters prior to 2000 in- 
dicate a rising trend and the estimates for 
this fall term mirror that trend. Data collect- 
ed through the University’s Office of Institutional Studies shows total 
enrollment rose from 23,481 in the fall of 1997 to 24,530 in 1999. 

Enrollment issues were added to the meeting’s agenda for the first 
time this year and were discussed by Dr. Bernice Bass de Martinez, the 
university’s new provost. 

Bass de Martinez offered an explanation to the consistent growth in 

‘enrollment numbers, linking the university’s population to that of the 
region. 

“We are on a continued upward climb. The demographics across the 
nation are supporting growth for this state,” Bass de Martinez said. 

Information obtained at the Institutional Studies home page shows 
the number of transfer students seems to be rising at a consistent rate.

Serna’s daughter, Lisa, was present at the an- 
nouncement of the scholarships. She thanked Gerth, 
the NECA, the IBEW and the PPFL. 

“TJ was privileged to have the best father in the 
world. ..He wanted his children to have an education 
because they can never take that away from you,’ Ser- 
na said. 


Bernice Bass de Martinez and has representation from various parts of 
Sac State, reviewed the budget last spring. CUP made its own recom- 
mendations and then sent the budget to President Gerth, who approved 
it. 

The budget also includes an additional $3.3 million approved by 
CUP. 

“This additional money is a permanent allocation to each area of the 
university,” Del Biaggio said.

Gerth to review tailgating policy for games

President Donald Gerth is reviewing the campus tailgating 
policy: Gerth is expected to make a decision regarding the 
privilege of students to consume alcohol at tailgate parties 
on campus by next week. He has asked various groups on 
campus for their stances on this issue. 

This June, Gerth asked the CSUS Raunt, public 
safety department, university administration, athletics and 
Associated Students Inc. among other organizations, for a 
solution that would limit unsafe situations and alcohol abuse 
during tailgating activities. Acts of violence need to be elim- 
inated in regards to this privilege being maintained. 


A solution proposed by ASI President Jason Bryant 
would involve creating a designated area for students, or- 
ganizations and clubs to gather. 

“Statistics show that students aré monitoring them- 
selves,” Bryant said. “Unsafe acts generally have been the 
actions of community members, rather than the student 
body.” 

Bryant, who solicited the opinions of students, friends and 
ASI staff, maintained that safety is the concern of everyone. 

‘We want to teach responsibility and safety. We don’t 
want tailgating to go somewhere else,” Bryant said. Bryant 
hopes to extend the privilege of alcohol consumption dur- 
ing tailgating, which would avert the danger of students 
drinking in other places and then driving to games. 


The majority of universities in the area do not allow 
drinking on their campuses during pre-game activities. 
“This is not new when we are at Davis. UCD does not al- 
low alcohol at their events and as the home team, they set 
tules, especially as they are using Hughes Stadium which re- 
ally cannot accommodate tailgate parties,” said Lou Cam- 
era, Director of Student Activities. 

The Causeway Classic will be held at Sacramento City 
College on Saturday, Oct. 28 at 2:00 p.m. 

According to Camera, this topic is reviewed annually, 
with Gerth having ultimate authority and responsibility. 
Carnera intimated his favor of alcohol consumption during 
tailgating and his hope for a process to ensure safety and al- 
leviate alcohol abuse during tailgating. 


“The lack of alcohol will not be a detriment to the game, 
though in some people’s minds it does enhance it. The 
Causeway Classic is still a great football game,” said Cam- 
era. 

While most organizations favored upholding the right to 
drink during tailgating activities, the university is still liable 
for the events that occur here. 

“This is his [Gerth’s] house. He is responsible for peo- 
ple partying here and being safe,” said Bryant. Next year the 
Causeway Classic will be held at Sacramento State. 

The first home game of football season is Saturday, 
Sept. 9 at 6:05 p.m. A policy will likely be in place before 
then.

group that calls itself the Brazil Group. Two work- 
shops were scheduled in the project. The Brazilian 
workshops were held May 20-26 of this year. 

“The Brazilian workshops were masterfully done,” 
Covin said. 

The workshop at Sac State will be held July 6-13 
of 2001. The project contains six days of work- 
shops. One day will be devoted to an all day public 
conference to discuss the importance race plays in 
democracies. Three days will be devoted to dis- 
cussing projects that officials are collaborating on 
and new ideas. The final two days will be dedicat- 
ed to developing new plans. 

“This is a very important workshop,’ Covin said. 
“Tt is the first gathering of its kind in the U.S.” 

This project produced a new class on campus 






this fall, Ethnic Studies 196K. The new course of- 
fering is based primarily on the Brazil workshop. 

“Tt will help students to learn about race and 
democracy in two different countries,” Covin said. “Tt 
will also give students an understanding of how the 
grant process operates.” 

When the workshop comes to Sac State, more 
time will be spent on project development, Covin said. 

Covin hopes that these workshops will have an im- 
pact on the scholarly world as well as on higher ed- 
ucation. He is looking to focus more resources on 
race and politics. Covin also wants to introduce this 
into the undergraduate level. 

“J want to get more undergraduates involved in re- 
search,” Covin said. “Not just reading about research, 
but coming up with their own findings.”

The Communication Studies De- 
partment is offering a new major that 
will focus on the new methods of com- 
munication that are becoming ever 
more prevalent in the 21st century, in- 
cluding both the audio and video as- 
pects of multimedia.

Del Biaggio said. “The institution will 
put an additional $330,000 into in- 
struction on a permanent basis.” 
The budget money will go toward 
a variety of things, including compen- 
sation, teacher preparation and in- 
struction. 

’ As achange to the traditional budg- 
et presentation, Provost Bass de Mar- 
tinez also presented the audience with 
a briefing on the current enrollment 
Status. 

In a presentation that included 
sound effects such as cash register 
drawers opening, Bass de Martinez 


- announced enrollment is increasing in 


nearly all areas of campus, including 
freshmen, transfer students and inter- 
national students. 

“First-time freshman enrollment is 
up 18.3 percent, junior transfer enroll- 


ment is up 4.1 percent, new graduate 
enrollment is up 5.8 percent and inter- 
national student enrollment is up 19.2 
percent. International students are not 
one of our targeted audiences for re- 
cruitment right now, Just what 
would happen if we did start targeting 
them.” Bass de Martinez said. 

The target full time enrollment for 
the 1999/2000 school year was 18,532 
students. Sac State surpassed this goal 
by over 300 students, and Bass de Mar- 
tinez said this would have a positive ef- 
fect on the budget. 

In addition, Bass de Martinez not- 
ed that the number of students who 
need remedial help in math and Eng- 
lish has dropped slightly, although the 
amount of students at Sac State con- 
tinues to rise. 

“We are on a continued upward 
climb,” she Said “The numbers speak 
well for us.”

Continued from p. Al 
transfer students enrolled at the uni- 
versity rose from 3,170 to 3,346. Dur- 
ing this time transfer students made 
up 13.6 percent of the total population 
on campus. 

This means the number of transfer 
students has increased at the same rate 
as the general student body. However, 


‘the university expects around 3,500 


new transfer students to be enrolled 
this semester. 

Bass de Martinez attributed the 
steady increase of transfer students to 
a “partnership with community col- 
leges and some private agencies.” 

Bass de Martinez also said that con- 


- vincing students to transfer to Sac State 


was a priority of the administration. 

“We encourage that transfer occur 
at the end of the first two years. If they 
want to come to Sac State, we want to 
get them here now,” she said. 

While the amount of transfer stu- 
dents and first-year students has steadi- 
ly increased, ethnic groups have shift- 


~ed indifferent diréctions over the past” 


three years. 


New state of the art computer lab to 


Enrollment increased among His- 
panic, Asian, Caucasian, and Filipino 
groups. Students with backgrounds of 
American Indian, African-American, 
Pacific Islander, and Foreign National 
students reflected lower enrollment 
numbers, although International stu- 
dent enrollment is projected to be up 
19.2 percent this fall. 

In contrast to transfer students, per- 
centages of incoming freshmen are in- 
creasing at an even higher rate than 
the student body as a whole. 

In the fall of 1997, first-year stu- 
dents numbered 3,079 and accounted 
for 13.1 percent of the total popula- 
tion. In 1999, that number rose to 3,639 
which made up 14.8 percent of stu- 
dents. This fall, first-time freshman en- 
rollment is expected to increase 18.3 
percent over last year. 

In his annual fall address, Sac State 
President Donald Gerth commented 
on the rapid growth among first-year 
freshman. “‘Last year we had the largest 
freshmanclass-inr the:history-of the 
university, soon to be the second 
largest,” Gerth said. 


help technologically advanced majors

With half a million dollars worth 
of new equipment, the Mariposa Hall 
computer labs are now the most tech- 
nologically advanced labs on campus. 

Three of the labs contain a total of 
70 Apple G4 computers, while the oth- 
er labs have over 80 Pentium Il 750 
Gateway computers said Brandon 
Abell, Information Technology con- 
sultant for arts and letters. 

In addition, all computers have 17- 


* inch monitors and each lab has new 


furniture that includes monitor risers in 


some rooms and padded rolling chairs - 


for all desks. 

“The students are going to be able 
to do a lot more things on these com- 
puters,” said Abell. 

Students majoring in graphic de- 
sign, interior design, art, photography, 
family and consumer science and so- 
cial work will use the labs, which con- 
tain the fastest computers on campus. 

The computers in those labs de- 
signed specifically for the art, design 
and photography students will also 
have additional software, including 
Adobe Photoshop, PageMaker, Flash, 
Dreamweaver and Quark Express. 

“All labs will also have Hewlett 


Packard laser 8000 printers and some 
rooms will have scanners and color 
inkjet printers,” Abell said. 

Abell does not plan to schedule 
print periods every half-hour as they do 
in the other computer labs on campus, 
although he will monitor the amount of 
printing in an effort to keep costs down. 

Sacramento State is most likely go- 
ing to start charging students to print 
from all computer labs next semester, 
including Mariposa Hall, said Abell. 

Print costs in the new computer 
labs will be kept down in part because 


the labs are only open to students in” 


specific majors. 

Abell said that he eventually wants 
to get locks on the door that will allow 
students to swipe their Sac Link cards 
through a sensor. This sensor would 


be programmed to admit those stu- . 


dents in specified majors. 

Abell is also planning to hire lab 
assistants during the first few weeks 
of school. 

“J want to recruit help from the 
classes that are using these comput- 
ers,” Abell said. “They will mostly 
help with basic applications, not tech- 
nical work. My goal is for the people 
who use these computers to also work 
in the labs.” 





College enrollment soar

(U-WIRE) EAST LANSING, Mich. - A large 
increase in college enrollment is expected through- 
out the next decade, according to a report issued last 
week by the National Center for Education Statistics. 

And Michigan State University officials aren’t 
surprised. 

“We've seen a record number of freshman ap- 
plications for the fall,” said James Cotter, associate 
director of admissions at MSU. ““We’re experiencing, 
as with most other colleges, a greater degree of interest 
in higher education that results from a demograph- 
ic trend in Michigan.” 

The report, “Projections of Education Statistics to 
2010,” projects a record 15.1 million students at- 
tend college or graduate school this fall. Because of 
a growth in the number of traditional college-age 
students, that figure is estimated to grow to 17.5 mil- 
lion by 2010. 

Cotter said he expects the trend in Michigan to 
continue through 2007-08, although he said the num- 
bers might be lower than other states because of de- 
mographics and population. 

Public institutions such as MSU should see an in- 
crease in enrollment of about 15 percent by 2010 — 
1 percent less than private colleges, the report esti- 
mates. 

The report also says women will continue to be

the majority demographic on college campuses. It’s 
projected that women will make up 58 percent of the 
student body in 2010 — compared with 57 percent 
today. 

“J think women are succeeding more because 
they’re more motivated and more encouraged,” said 
Samreet Sandhu, adviser to MSU’s Women in Busi-

ness Students Association. “There are more resources 


out there.” 

But will that continue? With increased enroll- 
ment comes increased funds to higher education in- 
stitutes. And with that comes the possibility that 
more financial aid will be needed, officials say. 

The report estimates expenditures on higher ed- 
ucation will increase by 29 percent in 10 years — and

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that figure factors in inflation. An estimated $235.4 
billion will be spent this year at colleges and uni- 
versities. But some $302.6 billion could be spent in 
2010. 

MSU financial aid officials say their university will 
be able to keep pace with those expected figures. 

“T’ve been here 23 years,” said Rick Shipman, fi- 
nancial aid director. ““And every year we give out 
more than the year before. The amount of financial 
aid we give out has been steadily increasing.” 

Running out of financial aid for students is high- 
ly unlikely, Shipman said. He said federal grant mon- 
ey, such as Pell Grants, is budgeted based on enroll- 
ment figures. Federal monies also make up for funds 
the university has to dole out, he said. 

But the increased enrollment could have a de- 
finitive impact on who is admitted to MSU, Cotter 
said. While there are no immediate plans to put a cap 
on enrollment, academic standards could be in- 
creased, he said. 

“You'll continue to see the university be as ac- 
cessible to students as possible,” Cotter said. 

Some area high school guidance counselors are 
also anticipating rapidly rising college enrollment 
figures. Lee Howell, a counselor at Haslett High 
School, expects colleges and universities will be 
willing to work closely with interested high school 
students. 

“The numbers are increasing and we’re encour- 
aging students to apply early,” he said.

University needs to prepare for growth, not react 


As the first few days of the fall semester got 
underway last week, it became immediately 
apparent to returning students, faculty and 
staff that there were many — make that many 
— more student faces jamming into class- 
rooms, campus eateries and the University 
Union than in previous years. 

With near record-breaking enrollment, there 
was fierce competition for every parking 
space, every seat in already full classes, for 
books in the under-stocked Hornet Bookstore 
— and even seats in university food courts. 

Although university officials have been 
quick to publicly crow about Sacramento 
State’s rapid growth this semester, it does not 
look as though they were ready for it. In pub- 


lic pronouncements taking credit for the growth 
in enrollment, there’s been no mention of the 
associated problems. 

The university is not a business in the clas- 
sic sense, but it still should follow one basic 
law of economics: supply and demand. In the 
administration’s haste to enroll students — up 
until the last week before classes — adminis- 
trators neglected to remember that every time 
you increase the number of students, you must 
also increase the supply budgets of depart- 
ments, programs and facilities. 

The photography program is a prime ex- 
ample of the shortsightedness witnessed this 
fall. This semester, the Program of Design 
(which houses photography) added several 


sections of photo classes, a move we fully 
support. 

However, there were no additional funds 
allocated for the needed photographic sup- 
plies for students. As a result, students will 
either have to reach into their own pockets 
for the necessary supplies or do without. And 
doing without is not an option if they want to 
learn the material, and pass the classes. 


Perhaps the photography students should ° 


be counted as at least partly lucky since their 
department was able to add classes in order to 
accommodate some of this year’s increased en- 


rollment. Most departments were not allowed . 


to, even in the face of great demand. How 
many hundreds of students were cut out of 


needed classes won’t be clear until the end of 
this week. Many professors reported more 
students asking to be added than in any recent 
semesters. 

There’s still time for the university to recti- 
fy some of the overcrowding in classrooms for 
this semester by adding more sections of class- 
es. And where this has already been done, 
University officials deserve credit for recog- 
nizing the problem and dealing with it. 

But a real area of concern is whether the 
University learned a lesson this fall, and will 
be ready for spring with additional classes, 
enough books in the bookstore, and perhaps 
even some additional amenities. 








We hope so.

Mariposa Hall: For 
students, the Titanic

Just opened for business: Mariposa 
Hall. This grand piece of new class- 
room architecture, near the north end of 
campus, has already been dubbed the 
Titanic,” by students because of the 
five-story building’s oddly ship-like 
appearance which features a large 
glassed-in conference room on the top 
floor that resem- 
bles the bridge of 
a ship. Up there, 
the Dean of the 
College of Arts and 
Sciences has a fab- 
ulous suite of of- 
fices, by which to 
steer the academic 
careers of thou- 
sands of majors with the help of his 
Associate Dean and staff. 

It is an interesting building — and 
probably should be, considering it also 
houses the Program of Design among 
other departments — but it fairly shouts 
to any student who walks in: Take your 
classes and get out of here! 

How does a building shout? By not 
having space for students to comfort- 
ably hang out, lounge or study between 
classes. Not in the halls, not near the 
classes, not in student-designated 
spaces. Students march into their class- 
rooms and march out, relegated to the 
position of guests (paying guests, at 
that) in Mariposa. 

Mariposa Hall is, unfortunately, not 
all that unusual in this regard. Most of 
the recently built classroom buildings 
on campus have been designed with 
the same corporate efficiency and a 
philosophy of “move ‘em in, move 
“em out,” to keep the numbers of stu- 
dents going through classes at its high- 
est possible rate. 

Of course, there are spaces for stu- 
dents to congregate: the library, the 
university union, and in small pock- 
ets here and there. (I don’t count Lassen 
Hall. A lengthy forced visit there to 
apply for financial aid or work through 
the byzantine labyrinth of admissions 
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and records is more like a visit to the 
Department of Motor Vehicles than a 
university lounge.) But the library and 
union don’t help a student patiently 
waiting outside a classroom on a rainy 
day, or a student who arrived on cam- 
pus early enough to find a parking 
space but has a class in the far reaches 
of campus, or a student who has to 
wait in.a hallway for a professor dur- 
ing office hours. And it certainly isn’t 
conducive to:building a sense of com-~ 
munity — one of the stated missions of 
our campus administration. 

Every building on campus should 
have some comfortable spots for stu- 
dents to sit, converse — and yes, even 
study. And that includes the adminis- 
tration building, which isn’t unfriend- 
ly just to students. It gives off a decid- 
edly unfriendly aura toward faculty, 
too. 

This new great ship, excuse me, 
building, Mariposa Hall will be the 
scene of a gala open house and party 
the evening of Friday, Sept. 15, a cel- 
ebration (and a welcome-back-to-cam- 
pus-party for faculty and staff) spon- 
sored by our university President. The 
President is justifiably anxious to show 
off the building as an example of the 
progress his administration is making, 
at least in the area of capital expendi- 
tures and concrete. 

But perhaps in addition to throwing 
that soireé, the President might con- 
sider taking a few thousand dollars out 
of the hors’ d’oeuvre budget for the 
event and purchase a few couches and 
chairs for students. 

That or open up the fifth floor 
bridge of the Titanic to students. 

It would make a dandy place to 
study, too.

The majority of Hurley's work is 
naturalistic and frequently features 
Joshua trees, a common characteristic 
of a Southern California desert. 

"Rach one is different...like peo- 
ple," Hurley said of the tree notable in 
her landscapes. 

Although her paintings feature the 
typical muted colors of the desert, view- 
ers are quick to appreciate the added 
use of vibrant color in Hurley's tech- 
nique.

By KEITH REID been good for an 
awful long time, and if you want 
to know why, I’ve got two words 
for you: Debby Colberg. 
Colberg is currently the Sac State 
athletic director, but she is also 





entering her a5th year as the vol- 
leyball coach. 25 years is com- 
monly referred to as a “silver 
anniversary,’ but Colberg’s tenure 
here has been nothing less than 
golden. 

Colberg boasts a resume that 
makes most any coach at Sac 
State, or any other University for 
that matter, wipe the drool from 
their bottom lip. It forces them to 
take a look at what the standard 
for a successful athletic program 
is. 

In the past 24 years Colberg has 
posted 629 victories, which 
makes her one of only 11 coaches 
in Div. I history to collect 600 or 
more wins. But even more impor- 
tantly, she’s led her team to 10 
league titles and 19 post-season 
appearances, including a trip to 
the NCAA elite eight in 1991, 
and a Div. II national title in 
1981. That’s a track-record 
unmatched by any other Sac State 
program, and it doesn’t look like 
the truck is about to stop here. 
They’re going to win this year, 
and they’re going to keep win- 
ning. 

This year’s team, led by senior 
Sarah Chlebana, junior Tasman 
Dwyer, and six freshmen, are 
looking to win the Big Sky once 
again. They are ranked by the 
Big Sky coaches to finish second 
behind Northern Arizona. But 
they’re a winner every year, and 
with such a young nucleus of tal- 
ent, they’re going to be good for 
several more years. 

So why doesn’t anybody recog- 
nize how good this Hornet team 
is? In a perfect world volleyball 
would be the poster sport of Sac 
State. Charles Roberts would 
have to share billboard space with 
Chelbana and fans would fill into 
Hornet Gym like 13-year-olds at 
a Britney Spears concert. 

It’s funny, because everybody 
seems to know that the past ten 
years have meant losing seasons 
for our football and basketball 
teams, and they notice when 
those teams have started to show 
some promise of winning. But 
they don’t seem to notice the 25 
years of glory that has been 
brought to Sac State by our vol- 
leyball team. I think it’s about 
time that we give these women 
their due respect. 

It’s not easy to build a program 
that is as consistently strong as 
the one Colberg has developed. 
They win because Colberg knows 
volleyball, knows how to evaluate 
and recruit talent, and she knows 
how to win. When her seniors 
graduate, (and her seniors do 
graduate, Sac State volleyball 
players are as good in the class- 
room as they are on the court) 
Colberg brings in great, new tal- 
ent. 
So while we wait for our other 
sports to achieve greatness, let’s 
take the time to recognize those 
that are already great.

It was a very defensive game 
against Santa Clara and that is how the 
game had to be played in order for Sac 
State to get the win. 

“We played very safe against San- 
ta Clara,” Linenberger said. “This gave 
us a chance to tie or win the game at the 


e end.” 


It resulted in a 2-1 victory for Sac 
State and at the end of the first week- 
end for the men’s soccer team, a 2-0 
record. This is because two days later, 
the Hornets defeated CSU Stanislaus. 

On Sunday, Sac State did not get off 
to a good start, unable to score against 
Stanislaus in the first half.
